The group met in 1974 and again in 1975 ‘6 Share 
ideas on youth ministry, according to Father Don 
Kimball, youth ministry coordinator for the Santa 
Rosa diocese. 


Out of these meetings came a disire to develop 
-new youth leaders. The members of the Four-State . 
Conference decided to hold an annual four-day 
conference for young men and women especially 
selected from parishes within the dioceses in the 
four states. 


Beginnings | was held at Stanford University in 
Stockton. About 200 young leaders participated. 
Beginnings || was at USD and. Beginnings III at St. 
Mary’s College in Moraga. 


FATHER KIMBALL said one of the reasons for the 
conferences is to give the young people peer 
support. 


“Leaders live in a kind of rarified atmosphere,” 
Father Kimball said. “It’s very important that they 
sense they are not alone in what they are doing. 
Beginnings really brings together a whole peer 
vitality.” 

“We are trying to take these leaders and expose 

. them to each other so they can see thatthe churchis 
wider than their parish or diocese,” added Father 
Robert Miller, director of the Catholic Ministry Center 
for the San Bernardino diocese. 


Bill Hardwick, youth ministry coordinator from the. 
diocese of Orange, said one of the conference 
sessions involved skits created and acted out by the 
different diocesan groups. 


“THE SKITS SHOWED them that the same 
problems were happening all over,” Hardwick said. 
“It was very affirmative for them.”

SAN DIEGO — The U.S. 
Supreme Court is so obses- 
sed with abortion that it 
presumes “all rights and all 
laws must fall before the 
supreme law of abortion on 
demand,” said Archbishop 
John R. Quinn, president of 
the U.S: bishops confer- 


ence, at the 97th annual’ 


convention of the Supreme 
Council of the Knights .of 
Columbus. 

Archbishop Quinn of San 
Francisco, who returned to 
the San Diego diocese 
where he was ordained and 
served as a priest and later 
as an auxiliary bishop, gave 
a stinging criticism of the 
high court in dealing with 
‘the abortion issue. - 

He addressed the States 


Dinner at the Town and 
County Hotel on Tuesday, 
the first day of the three- 
day convention, attended 


‘by about 1,800 Knights and 


their families and guests. 

The Supreme Council is 
the top legislative and pol- 
icy; body*-of.- the: 1.3 
million-member Catholic 
men’s fraternal society. 

Archbishop Quinn said 
the Supreme Court ‘“‘was 
not satisfied with the abor- 
tion decision.” 

“Last month on July 2, the 
court struck a.chilling blow 
at the very heart of the fam- 
ily” by. “invalidating state 
laws requiring that the pa- 
rents of an. unmarried 
minor be consulted before 
an abortion was performed 
on her.”

“So powerful is this ob- 
session that it seems that 
since the 1973 decision 
(which legalized abortion 
on demand) the court is 
prepared to violate tradi- 
tions, disregard logic and 
experience, ignore the es- 
tablished findings of sci- 
ence and bend the Con- 
stitution itself to prop up its 
initial ruling and to steadily 
expand the scope of that 
ruling.’’ he charged. . 

Archbishop Quinn said 
the public interest is not 
served by considering such 
decisions as ‘‘a final solu- 
tion.”

A K of C spokesman said 
the $500,000 fund was set 
up in August 1976, and 
that proceeds amount to. 
about $50,000 a year. 

“In his report Dechant 
also encouraged K of C 
members and their families 
to support tuition-tax- 
credit legislation in Con- 
gress as a means to save 
religious schools from 
death by financial strangu- 
lation. : 

He criticized the IRS 
ruling that parent’s 
contributions to their 
church are not full tax- 
deductible if that church 
conducts a school which 
their children attend. 

Dechant also focused on 
pornography “as a deadly 
challenge that we cannot 
shirk.’’ He reported that 
the K of C supreme officers 
have been impressed with 
the work of Morality in the 
Media, which has an 
agency that has made ef- 
forts in establishing grass- 
roots support in working for

“We have to share what we've found here,” said 
Cecilia Wiechers, 17, of St. Rose of Lima parish in 
Chula Vista. 

“And we have to try to get new people to come in,” 
she added. “You plant the seeds but you also have to 
let go. You have to get other people to take you 
place.”

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Henry Dalton has been characterized as © 


a rash, bold, impulsive, energetic, 
ambitious, talented and courageous man 
who left an indelible mark on the history of 
the Upper San Gabriel Valley. 


In the course of his nearly eighty-one 
years, Dalton fled from the tedious routine 
of a London apprenticeship to Latin 
America and finally to California, where he 
owned and operated one of the most 
progressive ranchos in the southland. 


DALTON LEFT England at 17 for Peru, 
where he worked for two decades as an 
English merchant. He arrived at San Pedro 
in 1843. His first quest in California 
centered around hides and tallow, land 
and gold. 


initially Dalton engaged in mercantilis- 
tic endeavors in Los Angeles; followed by 
several incursions into real estate. He later 
acquired the Rancho Azusa which he 
oper. ted for many years. 

Born and raised a member of the 
Church of England, Dalton embraced 
Catholicism and was baptized at San 
Gabriel Mission, on July 3, 1847. His 
sponsor was the prominent Hugo Reid. 

AT THE AGE of 43, Henry fell in love with 
the beautiful 14-year-old daughter of the 
one-time acting governor of California, 
Agustin Zamorano. 


QandA 


He married Maria Guadalupe Zamorano 
at San Gabriel Mission on July 14, 1847. 
Together they raised seven children. 


A fearless innovator and promoter of 
forward-looking ideas, Dalton made and 
lost several fortunes. Though primarily a 
man of business, he also was active in the 
political life of Southern California. 


CALLED “the most important British 
citizen residing in Southern California in 
the 1840's,” Dalton’s lifestyle sheds light 
on significant aspects of the southland in 
the years between 1843 and 1884. 


And fortunately for posterity, Dalton left 
copious records. At the Henry E. 
Huntington Library in San Marino, there 
are 51 bound volumes of letters, 1,309 
business papers and 1,123 pieces of 
correspondence. 


Dalton’s death on Jan. 21, 1884, 
brought down the curtain on a pioneer 
whose example accelerated the end of the 
grazing era and the beginning of a new 
agricultural period for California's 
southland. 


How appropriate that his biography, 
written by Sheldon G. Jackson for the 
Western Frontiersmen Series, was 
published under the umbrella of Azusa 
Pacific College, which occupies land once 
owned by Henry Dalton.

Was church right to deny burial to mobster? 


Was the church right in not allowing 
Carmen Galante a Christian burial? How 
can the church judge a_ person's 
conscience? 


Even from the standpoint of being a 
visible organization, the church has the 


_right and indeed the duty to insist upon 
certain behavorial norms from its . 


members. Every civil or ecclesiastical law 
says in effect: “To achieve the purpose of 
our society it is necessary to do such-and- 
so. If you refuse to comply with this, then it 
is clear that you do not want to be a part of 
us and therefore you cannot share in the 
benefits of this society.” 


In refusing to grant Christian burial to 
Galante the church is not passing 
judgment on his eternal salvation, but she 
sure is passing judgment on His external 
actions which were totally inconsistent 
with Christian principles! 

Naturally, there will be some who will 
consequently chastize the church and 
conveniently recall that Jesus called 
Himself the Good Shepherd and all that; 


August 26, Twenty-first Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (Joshua 24:1-2, 15-18; 
Ephesians 5:21-32; John 6:60-69). 

The Old Testament and gospel readings 
for this Sunday are perfectly comple- 
mentary. Both have to do with one of 
the most profound realities of life—human 
freedom. And both present this reality in 
the most dramatic fashion possible—the 
freedom to acceptor reject God. ~ 


The passage from Joshua, read in its 
whole context, is simply unsurpassed in 
sheer drama. : 


THE TRIBES OF Israel, once in the land 
of promise, are depicted as having at last. 
defeated their enemies. They stand now, 
en masse, before their leader Joshua who 
recounts all the adventures of their people 
from the time of Abraham, some five 
hundred years previously, down to the 
present. 


The thread that binds all these 


-adventures together is the hand of 


Yahweh. It is He who led their forefathers 
into the land of Canaan and down into

but they forget that Jesus also had a few 
strong things to say about the absolute 
need for repentance and the 
consequerices that sinners heap upon 
themselves. It’s a law of life: As a man 
Sows, SO shall he reap. 


: Where can | get a copy of the “Index of 2 


Forbidden Books?” 
Probably from an antique Hoaletors 


The “Index” had a venerable history. 
The first list was authorized by Pope 
Innocent | in 405 even though Pope 
Gelasius (496) is said to be the official 
author. From that time on, papal decrees 
required more and more that all books be. 
submitted to local authorities - for 
examination and this was_ strongly 
reaffirmed by the Council of Trent (1545- 
1563) which gave full jurisdiction-in 1557 
to the celebrated Congregation of the 
Inquisition which was by no means remiss 
in doing its homework. 


The resultant list, approved by Paul IV, is 
the first to carry the name “Index.” 


Egypt, brought the people out of that land 
of bondage, through the wilderness, and 
now once again into the land of promise. 


That is your history, Joshua tells them. 
Now, choose the gods that you will serve! 
Do you want the gods of your. ancestors 
“beyond the River” (the Euphrates)? Or do 
you want the Amorite gods who once 
“protected” this land you have conquered?. 
Or, will you serve Yahweh? 


IT IS CLEAR what Joshua expects of 
them. If they accept the history that he had 
just recounted, .how can they’ help but 
choose Yahweh? It was He who brought 
them here and made it possible for them 
to have a choice. 


Joshua’s own resounding cry of faith 
serves as an example to all the other: “As 
for me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.” 


We might well wonder whether John had 
that scene from the book of Joshua in 
mind as he recorded the climactic 
exchange between Jesus and His 
disciples after His discourse on the bread 
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The latest revision of the “Index” was in 
1948 and the whole business was 
abrogated by the recently deceased 
Cardinal Alfredo Ottaviani of the 
Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith 
in-1966. ¢) 


The situation n now is this: fist no oneis 
exempted from the prohibition of the 
natural law to avoid the approximate 
occasion of sin. Secondly, the church has 
the authority to prohibit the reading or 
publishing of any book “when it 
constitutes a general danger to the faith or 
morals of Catholics.” 


Recently | observed a priest pick the host 
up off the floor and place it back into the 
chalice. Many years ago | was taught to 
stand by the place where the host was 


_dropped while the priest went back to the 


altar to get the linen cloth called the

of life. 

HE HAD REFERRED to His teaching as 
the true manna that comes down from 
heaven. He had spoken of His own flesh 
and blood as the food that BITES, eternal 
life. Do you believe this? 


That Some should say, “This sort of talk 
is hard to endure” is understandable 
enough. That some of His disciples should 
turn away and no longer follow Him is sad 
but not wholly unpredictable. 


Then, like Joshua to the 12 tribes, Jesus 
turns to the 12 apostles, “Do you want to 
leave me too?” 


AND JUST AS the 12 tribes told Joshua 
that they could hardly reject the Lord who’ 
had done all those things for them, so 
Peter asks how they could turn to anyone 
else for words of eternal life. “We have 


come to believe; we are convinced that 


you are God's holy one.” 


What is truly remarkable about both 
these passages is the radical freedom 
we are here seen to enjoy. We are free to 


accept or reject the ultimate source of our

being, the ultimate destiny of our lives. 
There can be no more radical freedom 
than that. 


The question is frequently asked today 
whether there really is a hell. To some it 
seems to be incompatible with a good 
God. 


BUT IS IT? Hell is not God’s creation. 
Hell, which in its deepest meaning is 
absolute loneliness, is a human creation. 
Hell is the condition of those who choose 
not to live with God. And it is a free choice. 


Hell is the strongest argument for the 
depths of human freedom. If there were no 
hell, then we really would not be free to 
reject God. Just the possibility of hell says 
what kind of awesome power the Lord has 
given us. 


But that same awesome power makes it 
possible for us to choose’ God freely, to 
serve the Lord, to accept the words of 
eternal life, to choose “life and good,” not 
“death and evil” (Deuteronomy 30:15). 


The life we live tells God which choice 
we have made. 
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Eighteen years ago last May, | closed my 
gradebook, bade my last crop of seniors 
goodbye and left to embark upon 
motherhood. :

Dear. Father Mike, 


| have to be honest with you and say ythat 
| really don’t get much out of my parish 
mass on Sunday. And outside of the mass 
there isn’t much for me as a teenager to do 
in the parish. Thereisn't any youth group or 
Bible study or anything. The whole thing is 
really quite dead to me. 


I still come to mass each Sunday even 
though I'm finding it more and more of a 
drag. Instead of getting excited about 
Jesus, the dead parish I'm in is getting me 
more and more bored with Him. 


So now I’m doing something about it. I'm 
going to a local Protestant group on 
Sunday evenings. !| know I'm not the only 
one because there are a lot of other 
Catholics. You know, they're more excited 
about Jesus at this little church than at the 
big Catholic church. 


I really wish that the Catholic Church 
had the enthusiasm that | find in this little 


Protestant church. Do you have any - 


suggestions’ as to how the church could 
change and not be so dull? 


Dulled 


Dear Dulled, 


| read a statistic the other day that for 
the second time in the history of the 
Catholic Church the number of members 
has dropped. In 1974 there was a drop of 
some 30,000. During this past year there 


was a drop of some 300,000. Now that 
kind of sets you back on your heels, 
doesn’t it. Something is wrong. I’m just 
glad you are so concerned also. 


What can you do? To me the most 
important thing to remember is that you 
are a vital part of the church. Although it 
may seemed very structured and 
hierarchical and out of touch, the church 
can be effective if you are willing to 
respond to God’s grace and do something 
about the dull situation. 


You are not an outsider to the problem. 
The Lord wants you to act. | know this is 
difficult. It might even “kill you” to initiate 
more participation and youth activty. But 
this is why Jesus died for us. When we face 
this kind of a death-to-self, we are assured 
through His resurrection that we can 
change things. Please don’t give up. 


Dear Father Mike, 


| was reading in the Bible the other day 
about the brothers and sisters of Jesus. 


_That has always seemed quite natural to 


me. But the other night | was talking with 
my mom and she got all excited about 
telling me that Jesus didn't have any 
brothers and sisters and that Mary was a 
virgin not only before she had Jesus but 
also after. meats going on here? 


Confused 


Dear Confused, 


Your mom is correct. Mary was a virgin 
and is still a virgin. And it’s a doctrine of 
the church that Jesus didn’t have brothers 
and sisters. 


Although this might seem strange to us, 
in the language used by Jesus, there 
wasn't a word that distinguished between 
your immediate brothers and sisters and 
your cousins. So the translation “brothers 
and sisters” doesn’t necessarily mean 


what we mean. 


Also, when Jesus was lost in the temple 
at age 12 there is no mention of other 
family members. Also, if Jesus had 
brothers and sisters, why did he give his 
mother into the care of St. John if there 
were so many other brothers and sisters 
around?
